Debt relief made 
possible for students

he purpose of a student loan is to help 

students pay for tertiary education, liv- 
ing expenses, and other fees. Many stu- 
dents have applied and received loans to 
help them to do just that. 

At first, student loans seem like the 
easiest way out to complete college with- 
out any financial hassle. However, as 
many students eventually discover, the 
easiest route is not always the best route in 
the long run. 

I have spoked to and interviewed 
many students who have taken out loans to 
cover the cost of their tuition. The reason- 
ing behind it is very understandable: |. no 
savings to cover the cost of tuition, 2. tu- 
ition bill is way too high, and 3. scholar- 
ships aren’t enough to cover the cost of 
tuition and expenses. 

The students who normally find them- 
selves in student loan debt are those in the 
lower and middle class. The type of loan 
has become a weight that many students 
cannot shake. 

However, recently Senator Elizabeth 
Warren introduced a bill that would cancel 
out some $640 billion of outstanding stu- 
dent loan debt. According to the Politics 
article, “Warren has pitched the debt can- 
cellation plan as a way to tackle the racial 
wealth gap, noting that borrowers of color 
are disproportionately burdened by student 
loan debt. It’s also meant as a broader eco- 
nomic stimulus. 

Warren said that the more than $1.5 
trillion of outstanding student debt “is a 
drag on our entire economy” as loan bor- 
rowers delay or forego economic activity 
such as buying a house or starting a busi- 
ness.”

Passing this bill will allow student 
borrowers who have $100,000 or less of 
gross household income to receive up to 
$50,000 of forgiveness. However, student 
borrowers earning more than $250,000 
would not be eligible for any debt relief. 

All in all, we can say at least those in 
government or seeking a seat at the gov- 
ernment table are noticing that student 
loans and their interest has become a bar- 
rier for many students to move forward in 
achieving a better quality of life after col- 
lege. 

Free education is one of the basic so- 
cietal necessity every person should re- 
ceive in order to be a functional citizen. 
Let’s be hopeful that something would be 
done to remove the yoke off our now gen- 
eration necks.

U.S. Commission on Civil Rights shows — just 
the latest finding to stoke an ongoing debate 
over the role race plays in school discipline. 

"Ignoring the reality that kids can be 
harmed and that it is our educators' obligation 
to ensure that they are not harmed has an ob- 
vious impact on students of color in particular 
and students with disabilities in particular," 
Catherine Lhamon, chairwoman of the U.S. 
Commission on Civil Rights, says. "When we 
know that turning away from specific harms 
to specific identity groups will hurt their edu- 
cational opportunity and their rights in 
schools, we are taking steps we ought not to 
take." 

The 224-page report draws on data from 


Civil Rights to argue that students of color 
don't commit more offenses than their white 
peers but receive "substantially more" disci- 
pline than them, as well as harder and longer 
punishments for similar offenses. At the same 
time, the report underscores, data shows that 
students with disabilities are about twice as 
likely to be suspended compared to those with- 
out disabilities. 

The report concedes that while research 
has long recognized disparate discipline rates 
for students of color and students with disabil- 
ities, few studies have focused on the intersec- 
tion of race and disability. But it also draws on 
federal data to show that a "consistent pattern" 
exists in which schools suspend or expel black 
students with disabilities at higher rates than 
the proportion of the population of students 
with disabilities.

Charged with Visa Fraud 


NEWARK,N.J: 

Ro executives of two information tech- 
nology staffing companies have been ar- 

rested on charges of fraudulently using the 

H-1B visa program to gain an unfair advan- 

tage over competitors, U.S. Attorney Craig 

Carpenito announced recently. 

Vijay Mane, 39, of Princeton, New Jer- 
sey; Venkataramana Mannam, 47, of Edison, 
New Jersey; Fernando Silva, 53, of Princeton; 
and Sateesh Vemuri, 52, of San Jose, Califor- 
nia, are each charged by complaint with one 
count of conspiracy to commit visa fraud. 

Vemuri made his initial appearance July 
1, 2019, before U.S. Magistrate Judge Steven 
C. Mannion in Newark federal court. Man- 
nam and Silva appeared before U.S. Magis- 
trate Judge Leda Dunn Wettre in Newark 
federal court on June 25, 2019; Mane ap- 
peared before Judge Wettre on June 27, 2019. 
All were released on $250,000 bond. 

According to the documents filed in this 
case and statements made in court: 

Mane, Mannam, and Vemuri controlled 
two IT staffing companies located in Middle- 
sex County, New Jersey — Procure Profession- 
als Inc. and Krypto IT Solutions Inc. Silva 
and Mannam also controlled another New 
Jersey staffing company, referred to in the 
complaint as “Client A.” The defendants used 
Procure and Krypto to recruit foreign nation- 
als and sponsor them for H-1B visas, which 
allow recipients to live and work temporarily 
in the U.S. in positions requiring specialized 
skills. 

To expedite their visa applications, the 
defendants caused Procure and Krypto to file 
H-1B applications falsely asserting that the 
foreign worker/beneficiaries had already se- 
cured positions at Client A, when, in reality,

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Raped, widowed, homeless: 


Haiti's slum 
women aban- 
doned to gangs 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti: 

As the first bursts of gunfire rang out, the 
women from La Saline slum grabbed their 
kids and fled for cover. Shootings are com- 
mon here, but this time, there was no out- 
running the full-on battle between five rival 
gangs in the heart of the Haitian capital. 

The turf war that broke out last Novem- 
ber lasted 14 hours and ended with more 
than two dozen people dead, women and 
girls gang-raped and scores of dwellings 
razed to the ground. 

There is not much left of Lovely Saint- 
Pierre's home, aside from some slabs of con- 
crete and two sheets of rusty metal which 
provide scant protection from the blazing 
sun as she recounts the nightmare that began 
eight months ago. "When the shooting 
started, my husband stayed behind," the 32- 
year-old said matter-of-factly. "We just have 
walls made of sheet metal. 

The bullet went straight through and 
killed him." Around 5,000 people live in La 
Saline, which has long been plagued by turf 
wars between gangs battling for control of 
one of the largest marketplaces in Port-au- 
Prince. 

A United Nations report on the Novem- 
ber violence said at least 26 people were 
killed and 12 reported missing. Haitian 
human rights groups put the death toll at 71.

developed and developing countries from 
different regions, and we are trying to reach 
consensus on what would be the test of this 
new instrument”’. 

The workshop discussed a new interna- 
tional agreement under the UN Convention 
on the Law of the Sea, which focuses on the 
protection of the high seas. “Biologically 
and ecologically, there are no boundaries. 
Marine species move between areas that are 
under the jurisdiction of states and those that 
are outside the national jurisdiction of states. 

“So, if you want to properly conserve 
your marine resources which fall under your 
area, you need to pay attention to what is 
happening beyond areas of national jurisdic- 
tion. This agreement is seeking to do that, 
to make sure we do what is in our power to 
have a healthy ocean,” Babb-Riley said.
